(An Editorial) 


Ordinarily we throw into our waste basket letters which 
are not signed, but we are going to take the time and space 
to answer one which we received this week. 
This isn't important, so skip it if you like, or hear what 
we have to say. 
We are accused (in the letter) of covering up illegal 
activities in Saline county; of being one-sided politically: and 
finally our Christianity is questioned. 
We will grant that the letter writer was in earnest, and 
here is our answer: 
lf the letter writer can, as he charges, “buy liquor over 
the counter in more than one place." it is his duty to file 
charges with the State's Attorney, or go before the grand jury, 
which is currently in session, or talk to county law enforce­ 
ment officers. 
He shouldn’t ask another to do what he knows 
is his duty as a citizen. 
As to our political reporting—the United States is now 
in the heat of a political campaign. 
It is the American tra­ 
dition that politics be taken seriously, especially during a 
presidential election campaign, and it would be a rarity in­ 
deed should a newspaper be able to satisfy ail of both major 
political beliefs. 
Our primary business is that of running a newspaper. 
It is a business with us. 
We must keep people sufficiently 
interested that they will want to read our newspaper and 
provide a medium which advertisers will use successfully to 
sell their wares. 
The Daily Register is not a political publi­ 
cation. 
The day when the winning editor became postmaster 
has long since passed. 
We are in the newspaper business, 
not politics. 
From our top officials down to the part-time mailing room 
assistant, we are about evenly divided politically. 
We have 
our political preferences and our good-natured arguments. 
And. pretty generally, our friends are known to us. 
But it would be folly for us to attempt to tell our readers 
that either party has a monopoly on intelligence and states­ 
manship in a county in which neither party has had absolute 
control of various offices for the past 30 or more years 
The Republicans think we are too favorable to the Demo­ 
crats and the Democrats think we are too favorable to the 
Republicans; so we must be doing a pretty fair job of report­ 
ing political news. 
The writer in his letter expresses the hope “that the 
people responsible for this newspaper do not call themselves 
Christians; and if they do, may they go to the Lord in prayer 
—God help them,” 
Well, we do call ourselves Christians, and we do pray. 
But, like most, we don’t pray enough.

Hundreds of volunteer work­ 
ers themselves 
rebuilt the city

a new high school and new factory 
sites. 
Two new industries were 
started by local men and several 


reded by Richard W. Poston, head 
of the u n iv e rs e s departm ent of 
community development. The pro 
gram is aimed at reviving towns 
physically and spiritually to make 
them better places to live and 
work. * 
“ Get Off Tails and Work” 
“ Any community can have these 
things if people want to get off 
their tails and work,” Poston said 
“ We are helping people recognise 
their problems ^nd face them re­ 
alistically.” 
The development program starts 
with an effort to recruit as many 
people as possible. A door-to-door 
census is taken by volunteers to 
get basic information about the 
town. 
Committees are formed to 
make studies of conditions in every 
phase of community life.

Any resident of Saline county 
who falls victim^ to tuberculosis 
may avail himself of free treat­ 
ment under the Tuberculosis Tax 
law. 
Whether 
this law 
will be 
continued will be decided on Nov. 
6, when Saline county residents 
vote for or against it. 
Voter* will not be voting for a 
new tax law. but will decide on 
the continuation of a law already 
in existence, it was pointed out by 
the 
Saline County 
Tuberculosis 
Board. 
The tax amounts to 7‘^c 
on 
each HOO assessed 
property 
valuation. 
Without the tax law. tuberculosis 
victims would have to pay from 
$225 to $400 a month for treatment. 
Since tuberculosis takes months 
and 
sometimes 
years 
to cure, 
most people could not afford 
to 
pay 
for this treatment, 
without 
the Tuberculosis law, the board 
states. 
Any resident of Saline 
county 
who has tuberculosis is eligible 
for care and treatment financed 
by this tax. 
Although there is 
no tuberculosis sanatorium in Sa- 
Une county, the Tuberculosis Tax 
law provides ‘hat patients may be 
hospitalized in other in other pub­ 
lic or private sanatoria in the 
state. 
Tuberculosis 
ia a communica­ 
ble disease — it is not inherited. 
All cases are passed from person 
to person, and sanatorium care 
for active cases provides the be^t 
means of curing this disease, the 
beet means of keeping the germs 
from 
retching 
others. 
Dicing 
the past ten years several hun­ 
dred persons have received serv­ 
ice from the Saline County Tuber­ 
culosis Sanitarium Board. There 
ar* other known cases needing 
hoapitaUzition. 
Therefore, 
the 
board urges the law be continued 
by the voters.

“A man can endure just so much 
pain and frustration in a lifetime, 
it seemed to us that Ed Monken­ 
meyer had just a little more than 
his share,” Kohler said.
